The Waterside Centre overcame many hur¬ 
dles before being approved but now it’s 
stalled by bureaucracy. 

The project, a six-storey glass office 
building perched atop three storeys of her¬ 
itage buildings on Lower Water Street, won 
approval from the utility and review board 
in 2009 after council voted it down in 2008. 

Some work has been done on the site, 
but developer Ben McCrea said he’s been 
waiting over eight months for municipal 
paperwork to go through. 

“It shows you how anxious they are to 
see something happen, doesn’t it?” said 
McCrea. 

He said the delay is costing him: There 
are taxes to pay and site maintenance. 

“We’re gearing up to board the build¬ 
ings back up,” McCrea said. 

“We’ve got an eyesore down there right 
now. With all the windows out, it looks 
atrocious, and I’m discouraged with all 
this.” 

He applied for an easement and an en-

croachment because piping is needed to go 
under Lower Water Street and Historic 
Properties to get to the harbour. The build¬ 
ing will use ocean water for heating and 
cooling. 

“Our staff is working with the developer, 
and ultimately this has to go to council,” 
said Shaune MacKinlay, HRM spokes¬ 
woman. “We’re looking at trying to get 
something to council early next month.” 

Downtown Coun. Dawn Sloane said she 
doesn’t think council will refuse the re¬ 
quest out of spite. But she said she’s disap¬ 
pointed McCrea doesn’t want to share the 
pipe with any other downtown buildings. 

“You lose a war, you lose a war,” she said, 
adding the site looks like a bombed-out 
building and has been defaced with graffiti.

E-tickets, more LED lights coming 


Electronic ticketing de¬ 
vices and more LED street¬ 
lights are on the way. 

HRM is sharing the cost 
with the province on elec¬ 
tronic ticketing devices, 
which will be installed in 
Halifax Regional Police 
and RCMP vehicles. 

Currently, the tickets 
are written out by hand, 
which leads to illegible 
scrawl and human errors. 

The devices will reduce 
overtime and increase “of¬ 
ficer productivity ” accord¬ 
ing to the staff report. 


Federal funding 

► Staff said they needed 
council to commit funds 
for more LED lights so they 
can apply for federal 
sustainability funding for 
the pilot project. 

The province and the 
HRM are chipping in 
$350,000 each. 

Coun. Jerry Blumenthal 
said he is worried officers 
will hand out more tickets 


to offset the cost. 

But Cathie O’Toole, di¬ 
rector of finance, was 
quick to explain there will 
be some more tickets 
handed out because there 
will be greater efficiency, 
but not to cover the costs 
of the devices. 

She said time saved by 
police and clerks keying in 
the tickets will save be¬ 
tween $400,000 to $1.1 
million a year. 

HRM is also hoping to 
save on energy costs by in¬ 
stalling 2,400 more LED 


lights as part of a second 
phase of a pilot project al¬ 
ready underway. 

It will cost $300,000. 

Several councillors 
brought forward concerns 
from residents that the 
LED lights, especially on 
Lacewood Drive, aren’t 
bright enough. 

“Residents describe 
them as a narrow beam of 
light like a flashlight,” said 
Coun. Mary Wile, who 
added some of her con¬ 
stituents have complained 
that bus stops aren’t lit 


well enough. 

And there are many 
complaints that Nova Sco¬ 
tia Power doesn’t replace 
the lights it is responsible 
for in a timely manor.

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Accused in murder

O Steven Laffin remains 
in custody at Central Nova 
Correctional Facility in Burnside 


The man accused of 
killing Nadine Taylor is 
having difficulty finding 
legal representation. 

Steven Elliot Laffin, 36, 
said in Dartmouth provin¬ 
cial court yesterday he 
has left several messages 
with Legal Aid lawyers, 
but has yet to secure 
counsel. 

Laffin is charged with 
second-degree murder in 
Taylor’s death. The 29- 
year-old sex worker was 
reported missing July 31. 

Her body has not yet 
been found, and police 
say they don’t believe it 
ever will be. They won’t 
elaborate any further. 

Laffin was escorted by 
sheriffs into a Dartmouth 
provincial courtroom yes¬ 
terday for arraignment. 
He requested adjourn¬ 
ment in the matter until 
he has retained a lawyer. 

Outside the courtroom. 



Crown attor¬ 
ney Susan 
MacKay said 
she hopes Laf¬ 
fin is able to 
retain counsel 
las soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

“That will 
help to move the matter 
along further. We’d like to 
have it done as expedi¬ 
tiously as possible, how¬ 
ever, he has to have a 
reasonable chance to con¬ 
sult with counsel," she 
said. 

“For the time being, of 
course, he’s in custody. 
Once he gets counsel and 
has the ability to get some 
legal advice, then it will 
proceed further.” 

MacKay said it may be 
possible to set the date for 
a preliminary hearing 
when Laffin returns to 
court next month.

Post-secondary students are 
taking on more debt and 
have less chance of finding 
employment in their field 
when they graduate, a new 
survey suggests. 

The survey released yes¬ 
terday by the Maritimes 
Provinces Higher Educa¬ 
tion Commission shows 
nine per cent less employ¬ 
ment for students coming 
out of post secondaiy insti¬ 
tutions. 


Big borrowers 

What students were 
borrowing by 2009 : 

► 44 per cent 
up to $ 30,000 

;► 23 per cent between 
$ 30,000 to $ 45,000 

► 33 per cent 

more than $45,000 

In 2003, when the sur¬ 
vey was last conducted, 95 
per cent of students be¬ 


came employed in their 
field of study. Now, that fig¬ 
ure is 86 per cent. 

“This is where it has 
changed,” said Mireille 
Duguay, chief executive of¬ 
ficer with MPHEC. “Per¬ 
haps because the economy 
is not as inviting as it was a 
few years ago.” 

Duguay said because of 
the economic downturn 
the past few years, some 
students have only added 
to their debt level by 
going back to school 
because they can’t find em¬ 
ployment after graduation. 



Focus on solutions, 
not posturing: Expert 


Charles Cirtwell says the 
recent posturing from the 
NDP, the opposition, and 
school boards concerning 
cuts to public education 
has been disappointing — 
if predictable. 

“When you use the

Ottawa is asking the Mexi¬ 
can government to “get to 
the bottom” of allegations 
a Canadian tourist was 
gang-raped and robbed by 
Mexican police on New 
Year’s Eve. 

“We have asked the Mex¬ 
ican ambassador not only 
to look at (this case) but 
we’ve asked him to set an 
inquiiy in place,” Foreign 
Affairs Minister Lawrence 
Cannon said yesterday. 

Rebecca Rutland, 41, 
told the CBC she was vaca¬ 
tioning in Playa del 
Carmen when a confronta¬ 
tion broke out between 
Mexican officers and her fi¬ 
ance, Richard Coleman, 51. 
Rutland said she was taken 
to the police station and 
raped by two officers while 


a supervisor looked on. 

Coleman said he learned 
about Rutland’s alleged 
rape from fellow inmates 
and then tried to kill him¬ 
self, hoping the act would 
draw attention to his part¬ 
ner’s plight. 

Mexican authorities said 
yesterday that Rutland and 
Coleman were intoxicated 
and “started a fight and at¬ 
tacked each other.” They 
hit a car whose driver 
requested the assistance of 
the police, the Embassy of 
Mexico in Canada said. 

Rutland filed a 
complaint at the district at¬ 
torney’s office after her re¬ 
lease from jail and a formal 
investigation “immediately 
began,” the embassy said.

Sikhs with daggers can’t come in: Officials

Several Sikhs were denied 
entry into the Quebec leg¬ 
islature yesterday amid a 
heated debate over multi- 
culturalism and where to 
draw the line when it 
comes to tolerating cul¬ 
tural practices. 

Security officials at the 
Assemblee Nationale re¬ 
fused to let them in be¬ 
cause they were wearing 
lcirpans, small stylized 
daggers worn by some re¬ 
ligious Sikhs. 

Four representatives 
from the World Sikh Or¬ 
ganization of Canada had 
planned to attend public 
hearings but were told by 


security to leave their dag¬ 
gers at the door if they 
wanted to enter. They re¬ 
fused. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment reacted with cau¬ 
tious language to the 
decision. The opposition 
Parti Quebecois, mean¬ 
while, applauded heartily 
and said Canadian-style 
multiculturalism was un¬ 
welcome in Quebec. 

The timing of the inci¬ 
dent was laden with sym¬ 
bolism as the subject of 
the hearings was accom¬ 
modating immigrants. 

The visitors had 
planned to attend legisla¬ 


tive hearings into a bill 
that would set some lim¬ 
its on religious practices 
— namely, denying gov¬ 
ernment services to Mus¬ 
lim women with covered 
faces. 

The Sikhs said that, 
while their own religion 
forbids covering women’s 
faces, they planned to 


speak out against the bill 
anyway, in the name of re¬ 
ligious tolerance. 

The Sikhs noted that 
legislatures in other 
provinces and in Ottawa 
had, unlike Quebec, al¬ 
lowed entry to Sikhs with 
lcirpans — as had last 
year’s Vancouver Olympic 
venues, despite heavy se¬ 


curity at the Games. 

“The national assembly 
has no written rules or 
policies regarding the kir- 
pan, and we can’t even 
find out who is making 
the decision to exclude 
us,” said Balpreet Singh, 
the World Sikh Organiza¬ 
tion’s legal counsel. 

“Freedom of religion 
may be enshrined in 
Canada’s Charter, but 
that’s meaningless unless 
we all stand up to protect 
the rights of religious mi¬ 
norities — especially 
when we disagree with 
their beliefs.”

She will be a princess, 
possibly a duchess, perhaps 
even a countess. But the ex¬ 
act title is unlikely to be di¬ 
vulged until shortly before 
April 29, the day she offi¬ 
cially joins “the firm” — as 
the Royal Family is known.

Economy better, 
but no hike in 
interest rates 


O Bank of Canada warned credit market has become 
overheated O Concern about loonie at parity with U.S. dollar 


The Bank of Canada says 
the economic recovery has 
gathered strength both at 
home and abroad, but not 
enough to encourage it to 
start raising interest rates 
from their current ultra-low 
levels. 

The central bank kept its 
trendsetting overnight rate 
at one per cent yesterday, 
the third time it has done 
so since September — and 
gave no clear indication as 
to when it might start tight¬ 
ening again. 

The bank did say the re¬ 
covery is proceeding at a 
faster pace than it anticipat¬ 
ed, particularly the U.S., but 
cited ongoing risks, includ¬ 
ing sovereign debt difficul¬ 
ties in Europe and weak 


finances of international 
banks. It upgraded Cana¬ 
da’s economic growth fore¬ 
cast to 2.4 per cent this year 
and 2.8 per cent next, 
slightly better than its last 
projection in October. 

But economists had ex¬ 
pected an even bigger revi¬ 
sion, given that commodity 
prices had rebounded and 
the U.S. appears set for a 
much stronger year thanks 
to new policy initiatives to 
stimulate growth. 

“It’s a little more dovish 
than we would have ex¬ 
pected ... Frankly, their fore¬ 
cast revision from October 
is modest to say the least,” 
said economist Douglas 
Porter of BMO Capital Mar¬ 
kets . THE CANADIAN PRESS 


Inflation 


The bank noted that 
underlying inflation pres¬ 
sures remain subdued and 
there is still plenty of slack 
in the economy. 

Date Critically, it did not 
change its target date for 
when it expects the econo¬ 
my to return to full capaci¬ 
ty from the end of 2012 .

Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
was a great man. 

I mean, he has his own holi¬ 
day, observed across the 
U.S. this past Monday. Any¬ 
one responsible for a long 
weekend is great by defini¬ 
tion. 

Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. was 
a giant in the field of human 
rights, winner of the Nobel 
Peace Prize and a great orator.

Actually, I 
found the quote 
about life’s most 
persistent and ur¬ 
gent question on a 
website called Peo¬ 
ple United, a little 
outfit in

Among the hundreds of

Miseiy loves company, and 
for some companies -- 
where bad moods fester 
like a corporate curse - 
the feeling appears mutu¬ 
al. 

In this, our aggravating 
third year in the economic 
doldrums, career counsel¬ 
lors say all too many busi¬ 
nesses are fixating on their 
bottom line, while their 
worker morale bottoms 
out. 

Which is ruinous, life 
coach Christiane Turn- 
heim says, because compa¬ 
nies that let their office 
vibe devolve into a passive 
aggressive crabapple brawl 
lose more than their sense 
of patience or humour. 
They lose clients, sales, 
hours eveiyday worth of 
productivity, and eventual¬ 
ly, those employees them¬ 


selves. 

“The jobs people really 
like are the ones where 
they get positive feedback, 
either from customers, co¬ 
workers or management,” 
the Massachusetts-based 
career coach and Psycholo¬ 
gy professor says. “Very of¬ 
ten, co-workers may not 
work up to their potential 
because they feel that no¬ 
body notices, recognizes, 
or appreciates them.” 

If you find yourself, a re¬ 
lentless optimist, trapped 
in an office where the so¬ 
cial thermostat seems 
snagged on ‘frigid,’ be real¬ 
istic about how much 
warmth you can bring into 
the workplace. 

“You can’t change your 
boss, and you can’t change 
the culture in your organi¬ 
zation,” explains Barbara 
Glanz, author of 180 Ways 
to Spread Contagious En¬ 
thusiasm. “All you can 


change are your interac¬ 
tions in your own sphere.” 

That said, a few mere 
minutes of personable 
chitchat between col¬ 
leagues, she says, can leave 
a mood-boosting half-life 
that lasts all day. 

“Create a human level 
connection,” Glanz advis¬ 
es. “Look people in the 
eye, listen to what they 
say, remember their name, 
connect with them.” 

And don’t be afraid to 
let the conversation wan¬ 
der off-campus. 

“Talk to them about 
something other than 
business, to say ‘I see you 
as a human being,”’ Glanz 
adds. 

If your water cooler dia¬ 
logue consistently fails to 
escape the gravity of com¬ 
pany gossip and dreary 
shop talk, institutionalize 
some small talk, Glanz rec¬ 
ommends.

O Studies show that grade retention - or failing - can 
be highly detrimental to a student’s overall success 


Grade retention, also called 
‘failing,’ means that a stu¬ 
dent is required to repeat 
the same grade due to lack 
of achievement. 

Research over the past 
100 years has shown that 
grade retention does not 
benefit students having aca¬ 
demic or social adjustment 
difficulties compared to 
similar students who are 
not held back to repeat a 
grade. In fact, grade reten¬ 
tion has consistently been 
associated with negative 
outcomes. 

• Students who are re¬ 
quired to repeat a grade are 
more likely to drop out of 


high school and less likely 
to attend post-secondaiy ed¬ 
ucation. Grade retention is 
one of the most powerful 
predictors of dropping out 
of high school, regardless of 
when retention occurs. 

• Grade retention is associ¬ 
ated with increased behav¬ 
ioural problems. 

• Grade retention can have 
a negative impact on 
achievement and social and 
emotional adjustment. 

• Retained students are 
more likely to have lower 
educational and employ¬ 
ment outcomes during late 


adolescence and early 
adulthood. 

• Retained students experi¬ 
ence lower self-esteem and 
lower rates of school atten¬ 
dance. 

Some parents and teach¬ 
ers believe that grade reten¬ 
tion may be a good practice 
in certain circumstances, 
such as if instruction has 
been inconsistent due to 
family relocation, or if a 
student had serious illness¬ 
es or emotional trauma. 
However, no studies have 
been able to predict accu¬ 
rately which students will 
benefit from being re¬ 



► Researchers have found that students held back due to a failing grade are more likely 


tained, and the overall evi¬ 
dence is strongly against it. 

Researchers advocate al¬ 
ternatives to grade reten¬ 
tion, such as early 
intervention when students 
experience difficulties; 
reading programs, summer 
school, and tutoring while 
working closely with par¬ 
ents. Grade retention is not 


a remedy for poor academic 
performance; specific reme¬ 
dial strategies are needed to 
support the individual stu¬ 
dent.

Of classy rooms 


English educator and ar¬ 
chitect Dr. Jos Boys’ latest 
book, Towards Creative 
Learning Spaces, touches 
on common assumptions 
about the physical spaces 
of higher education. 

What are common mistakes 


universities make when de¬ 
signing buildings? 

Very few educational insti¬ 
tutions really attempt to 
work out what are the dis¬ 
tinctive characteristics of 
this kind of learning at 
post-compulsory level. 


Creativity, for example, 
needs not just concentrat¬ 
ed thinking and doing, 
but also opportunities for 
distraction and “mindless¬ 
ness” — that is where 
ideas develop uncon¬ 
sciously. 


What surprised you as you 
worked on this book? 

The ideas going around 
were very basic — that 
if an environment looked 
“fun,” then somehow 
fun and learning would 
automatically take place 
in it. 

One of the key argu¬ 
ments in the book is that 
learning is a complicated 
process, where the inter¬ 
action between student, 


teacher, place and context 
cannot be separated out. 

When did you first think 
about the physical architec¬ 
ture of the classroom? 

I was attempting to make 
a tree out of plasticine in 
primary school. The 
teacher insisted that I 
make it out of one round 
blob, stuck on top of a fat 
cylinder shape. This, I felt 
sure, was not what a tree 


looked like. 

I did not want to be a 
passive consumer of what 
teachers told me. 

When I went to archi¬ 
tectural school, we were 
expected to design mod¬ 
ernist buildings with glass 
facades and exposed con¬ 
crete; I didn’t see why that 
was the most appropriate 
form for human occupa¬ 
tion.

Although the Canada 
Games have been front 
and centre in the minds of 
many Halifax-area resi¬ 
dents, not eveiyone is in¬ 
terested in sports.

The snow wizards at two 
popular Nova Scotia ski 
hills have worked their 
magic once again.

O Saint Mary’s point guard continues potential 
record-setting pace in last night’s upset of Dalhousie

The words “Joey Haywood 
for threeee!” are probably 
still echoing through the 
minds of the Dalhousie 
Tigers today. 

Much to the enjoyment 
of the public-address an¬ 
nouncer at the Tower, 
Haywood shredded the na¬ 
tionally lOth-ranlced 
Tigers for 37 second-half 
points as part of a 41- 
point night to almost sin- 
glehandedly lift the host 
Saint Mary’s Huskies to an 
84-80 win in Atlantic Uni¬ 
versity Sport men’s bas¬ 
ketball play. 

The six-foot point guard 
rebounded from a slug¬ 
gish four-point first half 
by draining 6-of-7 from 
three-point range after 
the break, missing only 
five of 24 attempts either 
from the field or the free- 
throw line.

The Vancouver native 
was quick to credit Fassett 
for clutch shots and 
Jerome Smith for a game¬ 
changing three-pointer 
with 3:05 remaining that 
snapped a 68-68 tie. 

“Not bad, not bad,” 
Haywood said of his sec¬ 
ond-half performance, 
“but I can’t shoot like that 
all the time. Tory and 
Jerome hit big shots and 
we’ve got to play as a 
team. That’s how we’re 
going to win.” 

The win was the 
Huskies’ second over the 
Tigers (6-3) and leaves 
their record at 5-7. 

“That tells us we can 
play with anybody — and 
beat anybody,” Fassett 
said. “We’ve just got to 
trust each other and play 
hard.”

O Now Lidstrom and Staal are faced 
with choosing star-studded teams 


Not only have Eric Staal and 
Nicklas Lidstrom been put 
in charge of picking the 
NHL’s all-star teams, they 
will also play a major role 
in determining whether 
the league’s format change 
is a success. 

The two soft-spoken cap¬ 
tains will be front and cen¬ 
tre when the teams are 
selected in a live television 
event a couple nights be¬ 
fore the Jan. 30 game in 
Raleigh, N.C. 

Buzz has been generated 
by the NHL’s decision to 
stage a draft to divvy up the 
players. But the change 
comes with some risk since 
no one knows quite how it 
will come off. 

“It’s going to be on TSN 
live and there’s going to be 
18 rounds, (Staal and Lid¬ 
strom) had best be good for 
TV,” said Glenn Healy, a for¬ 
mer executive with the 
NHL Players’ Association 
and current CBC commen¬ 
tator. 

Lidstrom and Staal were 
each selected as team cap¬ 
tains by their peers — a 
process that was conducted 
by consensus-building 


rather than with an actual 
vote. 

NHLPA divisional player 
representative Steve Webb 
phoned each of the all-stars 
to talk about potential cap¬ 
tains. Three names consis¬ 
tently came up: Lidstrom, 
Staal and Sidney Crosby, 
who remains sidelined with 
a concussion. 

“Lidstrom was a no- 
brainer,” said Webb. “The 
first couple guys I was call¬ 
ing right out of the gate 
were saying Staal. I think 
they recognized with Sid¬ 
ney — his name was always 
in there — but they always 
added Staal with Sid maybe 
not being able to appear.” 

It will certainly bring a 
rooting interest to a game 
that might not otherwise 
have one. Staal is a captain 
for the hometown Hurri¬ 
canes and has hinted that 
he would like to use his 
first pick on teammate Cam 
Ward. 

Lidstrom and Staal will 
have assistance in the form 
of two alternate captains. 
Those players are expected 
to be announced within the 
next week, the Canadian press

Sid’s all-star status in question 


Penguins captain Sidney 
Crosby is feeling better de¬ 
spite a concussion that has 
sidelined him for six 
games, but doesn’t know 
when he can resume prac¬ 
tising or playing. 

Crosby’s status for the 
NHL all-star game Jan. 30 in 
Raleigh, N.C., is uncertain, 
although he said yesterday 
there is a “slight chance” he 


could be back for it. 

“It’s tough to put a 
timetable on it,” he said. 
“It’s kind of hard to judge 
because it’s not something 
I’ve gone through before.” 

Crosby, the NHL’s lead¬ 
ing scorer despite being out 
for nearly two weeks, is ex¬ 
periencing occasional 
headaches that are prevent¬ 
ing him from returning. 


The Penguins have said 
Crosby will not take the ice 
again, even for practice, un¬ 
til he is symptom free. 

Crosby was scheduled to 
sit out the Red Wings-Pen- 
guins game last night. 

“I’m progressing. It’s on 
and off ... Some days you 
feel good, you feel like 
you’ve made progress. 
Some days are a bit 


tougher.” 

Crosby was injured after 
taking hits to the head in 
successive games from the 
Capitals’ David Steclcel in 
the Winter Classic and the 
Lightning’s Victor Hedman 
on Jan. 5. Neither player 
was fined, even though the 
NHL is taking a tougher 
stance on hits to the head, 
particularly from the blind 


side. Hedman received a 
boarding penalty. 

Crosby denied a printed 
report he might skip the 
all-star game to protest the 
lack of punishment. 

“That’s not even close,” 
Crosby said. “I’ll be there if 
I can be there and I still 
haven’t ruled out being 
there.”

Brewers 
pay a 
Prince’s 
ransom 


Setting himself up for an 
even bigger payday a year 
from now, Prince Fielder 
agreed yesterday to a $15.5- 
million US contract with 
the Milwaukee Brewers in 
the largest one-year deal 
for a player not yet eligible 
for free agency. 

On a day when 67 of the 
119 players who filed for 
salaiy arbitration reached 
agreements, AL MVP Josh 
Hamilton, major league 
home run champion Jose 
Bautista and Houston pitch¬ 
er Wandy Rodriguez 
submitted the largest pro¬ 
posed salaries when players 
and teams swapped figures. 

Hamilton asked Texas 
for $12 million and was of¬ 
fered $8.7 million; Bautista 
asked Toronto for $10.5 
million and was offered 
$7.6 million; Rodriguez 
asked for $10.25 million 
and was offered $8 million. 

Those among the 
remaining 34 players who 
don’t settle will have hear¬ 
ings before three-person 
panels in Februaiy. 

Fielder’s agreement 
topped Mark Teixeira’s 
$12.5-million deal with At¬ 
lanta in 2008. 

Fielder hit a career-low 
.261 with 32 homers and 83 
RBIs last season, when he 
made $11.25 million. 

“We took into considera¬ 
tion his previous years — 
the 50 homers, the 46 
homers ... I expect him to 
bounce back,” Brewers GM 
Doug Melvin said. 

The $3.3-million gap be¬ 
tween Texas and Hamilton 
was the largest, and the 
$2.9-million difference be¬ 
tween Toronto and Bautista 
was the second biggest. 
Hamilton made $3,275,000 
last year.

Hyundai has gone and done 
it again. 

As if stunning new-car 
buyers with the ultra-sharp 
Sonata wasn’t enough, the 
hotshot Korean automaker 
has just introduced its fifth- 
generation knoclc-your- 
soclcs-off Elantra sedan. 

For anyone unfamiliar 
with the Korean automak¬ 
er’s model lineup, the 
Elantra slots between the 
entiy-level Accent and the 
larger Sonata in Hyundai’s 
pecking order.

For 2011 there are four 
Elantra trim levels, 
ranging in price from 
I $17,350 to $24,200. 

It was last updated for 
the 2007 model year and 
charmed buyers with a 
combination of generous 
interior space and exten¬ 
sive standard comfort and 
safety features. 

Those stellar attributes 
led to a significant uptick in 
Hyundai converts, despite 
the fact that the car’s non¬ 


descript sheetmetal and un¬ 
derwhelming fuel economy 
numbers garnered tslc-tslc 
finger wagging from some 
quarters. Whether it was 
stung from such admonish¬ 
ments, Hyundai’s all-new 
2011 Elantra, which should 
reach dealers in high vol¬ 
umes by early 2011, ad¬ 
dresses both fhel economy 
and style while improving 
on several areas where it’s 
already perceived as being 
dominant. 

Dial in a competitive 
price tag and the Elantra 
would appear to have mass- 
transit appeal written all 
over it. 


Mid-size status 


The end result of Hyundai’s artistic handi¬ 
work is an Elantra that’s only a couple of 
centimetres longer than the outgoing 
model, but gains five centimetres between 
the front and rear wheels and is lower by 
nearly the same amount.

ly normal-looking Toyota Venza. 

But in fact this particular Venza 
is an acoustical wonder — it plays 
music without speakers. 

This “speaker-less” car was put 
together by a Canadian company 
no less, AVG of Scarborough, Ont. 

AVG has already partnered with 
Bongoivi Acoustics to create the 
world’s first completely digital 
sound processor accessory certified 
for automotive use, the Bongoivi 
DPS (Digital Power Station) now 
available on all Toyota vehicles. 

You audiophiles out there have 
probably figured out already that 
this Venza uses transducers. 

A transducer is basically just the 
bottom part of a speaker — the 
heavier part that makes the top 
“paper cone” section vibrate. To 
make sounds, a transducer must 
find something else to vibrate. In 
the Venza they vibrate the A-pillar 
trim panels and the entire headlin¬ 
er. So, yes, it’s not really a spealcer- 
less car — because the car’s interior 
has actually become the speaker. 

And don’t think this is easy. 

Rob Hamelinlc is a chief 


engineer at Johnson Controls, a 
world-class auto supplier specializ¬ 
ing in interior design and systems, 
and the third company involved in 
this spealcer-less initiative. He told 
me that this is not the first attempt 
to get transducers into vehicles. 

“In the past we spent a lot of 
time, energy and cost, trying to en¬ 
gineer the interior materials to 
have certain (transducer-friendly) 
properties.” 

But these efforts didn’t create 
great sound, and the costs of such 
systems didn’t make them “manu¬ 
facture-able.” 

Enter music legend, Tony 
Bongiovi, and his digital processor 
technology. Bongiovi gave me this 
short-form version of how it works: 
“Basically the DPS has the capabili¬ 
ty to re-mix the music before it’s 
played in the vehicle. We know 
what we have to compensate for in 
the vehicle, and can re-mix the ma¬ 
terial to fit that environment.” 

In this way, the interior materi¬ 
als can be regular “cost effective” 
types. 

According to Bongiovi the 
sound inside the car is also 
improved over traditional systems, 
because the sound is, “higher, clos¬ 
er to ear level... Traditional car 
speakers are located lower, usually 
in the door panels. In this Venza 
the sound is coming from above 
and all around.” 



Toyota Venza at Detroit was the 
Controls “ie:3” — an electric car concept that showcased new 
technology, as well as a similar transducer-based sound system. 





Another benefit is weight. “A 
similar sounding system would 
weigh twice as much,” notes 
Hamelinlc. He adds that the 
technology also enables interior en¬ 
gineers to do something else with 
the spaces that were previously oc¬ 


cupied by large speakers. 

The team feels we will see and 
hear “spealcer-less” cars in two or 
three years. Any interior that will 
need to be designed or re-designed 
from this day forward will be a can¬ 
didate.

gine is best avoided. 

The recommended en¬ 
gine for a used shopper is 
GM’s staple ‘3800’ 3.8 litre 
V6 with about 200 horse¬ 
power.
